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HE Apoftles' Creed is the earlieft Con- 
feflion of the Chriftian Faith. Simple 
and fhort^ and adapted to the meaneft 
capacity, — it is yet fo complete as to 
convey to the hearts and confciences of 
Believers a comprehenfive fummary of the fublime 
truths of the Gofpel. It has been handed down, in 
all languages, from generation to generation, and is 
commonly received alP over the Chriftian world, as 
the moil authentic Declaration of our Belief in the 
Three' Perfons of thie Ever-blefled and Undivided 
Trinity,— God the Father, God the Son, and God 
the Holy Ghoft. 

We owe a debt of grateftil thanks to Theologians, 
who, by their learned explanations and conmientaries 
on this Creed, have clearly defined the nature and 
depth of its feveral Articles. Thefe will ever be a 
fource of confolation and ftrength to eameft inquirers, 
who feek to have ** a reafon of the hope that is in 
them with meeknefs and fear." They eftablifh the 
exad harmony of the Church of England with Holy 
Scripture, — the unchangeable bails of our Faith, 
ratified by the univerfal confent of the moil ancient 
Councils and Fathers. 

Biihop Ken, that he. might " inform the under- 
flanding" of his people, and ** raife their affections" 
to the love of God, turned the Apoilles' Creed into

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a continuous office of Prayer. He was himfelf in 
no perplexity as to the fiilnefs of its meaning. The 
truths it unfolds infpired him with peaceful and 
heavenly thoughts, — with longings to penetrate 
within the Vail, that he might realize a more vivid 
perception of the unfeen world. He feems through- 
out his Expolition to have an irreliflible perfuafion 
that linful man can. find balm for a wounded con- 
fcience at the foot of the Crofs alone. The afpira- 
tions of his reverential heart fought utterance in the 
worfhip of God only. 

To him the Articles of this Creed prefented 
** the form of found words," which Timothy had 
** heard from St, Paul, and was exhorted to hold fail, 
** without wavering :" — that pure Faith, which the 
univerfal Church had received from the Apoftles 
and their difciples. But he rejefted, as contrary to 
Scripture, the novel Articles of the Creed of Pope 
Pius the Fourth, firft impofed in 1 564, by a human 
and erring will, on the confciences of men, as necef- 
fary to falvation. 

To fay not a word of the extravagancies of Pur- 
gatory, and Indulgences, and Tranfubflantiation, 
enforced under anathema in thofe additional Articles, 
Ken could not endure that the worfliip of Saints 
fhould come between God and His creatures, and 
thus derogate from the All-fufficient, — or, as St. 
Paul exprefles it, ** the One Mediator between 
God and men, the man Chrift Jefus." ** O my 
God, O my Love," he exclaims, ** I renounce, and 
deteft, and bewail, as odious and offenlive to Thee, 
as direftly oppofite to Thy Love, and to Thy Glory, 
all voluntary humility, and toorjhipping of angels, 
or reliance on the creature** *

Thefe are but a fpecimen of Papal prayers out of 
an indefinite number, to be found in the authorized 
Offices. A Roman writer fays, and faystruly, *' the 
power of language has been exhaufted in celebrating 
this illuftrious Virgin." Even the rhapfodies of St. 
Bernard, of St. Bonaventure, of St. Liguori, and 
other canonized faints, have received the folemn 
fan£tion of Rome and her Popes. Many of St. 
Bernard's are among the LefFons of the Breviaries, 
appointed to be read on her great feftivals. If any 
deiire to inveftigate further, they need only look into

In his Paraphrafe of the Book of Pfalms, where 
throughout *' Lady '* is fubftituted for " Lord," we 
have as follows :— 1 1 6th Pfalm, 

Praife our Lady all ye nations ; glorify her all ye 
people.

The 93 rd Pfalm opens thus ; 

'* God is the God of vengeance ; but thou, O 
mother of mercy, art inclined to pity."t 

St. Bernard fays, '* When flie afcended up on 
high, flie alfo gave good gifts unto men, feeing flie 
neither wanted power nor will. She opens the 
haven of mercy to all, that every one may receive 
from her fulnefs ; the captive, freedom ; the lick, 
their cure ; the forrowful, confolation ; the linner, 
pardon ; the righteous, grace ; the angels, joy, and 
finally, the whole Trinity y glory.** I " As the fun 
riles on the juft and on the unjull, thus Mary fliows 
mercy and pity to all. As the moon is under her 
feet, fo it is a fin to doubt that flie is above all the 
hofts of angels, and above the cherubim and fera- 
phim. Mary is appointed between Chrift and the 
Church." § 

Quirinus de Salazar, affirms that, 
'* The Virgin Mary, by offering up Chrift to God 
the Father, was worthy to have (after a certain

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manner) that the whole falvation and redemption of 
mankind fhould be afcribed to her; and this was 
common to Chrift, and the BlefTed Virgin, His mo- 
ther, that fhe did offer and give the price of our 
redemption, truly and properly, and that fhe is de- 
fervedly called the Redeemer, the Repairer, the 
Mediator, the Author and caufe of our falvation.'* * 

O poor exchange ! — adoration of a woman, 
(bleffed though fhe be) in place of the glorious 
" Emmanuel, which is, God with us !" the creature 
for the Creator ! Unfatisfying fervice ! — that would 
carry up by deputy the afpirations of the foul to the 
Eternal Saviour, who hath declared, ** Lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end of the world.* 
Feeble embafTage ! that would thruft itfelf between 
our longing defires, and the Prefence-chamber of the 
King of kings, before Whom we are permitted, and 
invited, to plead His Own rich promifes, and the 
Mediation of His crucified Son, — '* the Way, the 
Truth, and the Life!"** Strange fubflitute! the tra- 
ditions of men for the revealed Word ! to commit 
our caufe to a human mediatrix, when we have di- 
redl accefs to the Divine Paraclete, " Who helpeth 
our infirmities and maketh interceffions for us with 
groanings which cannot be uttered !"^ 

Well might Bifhop Ken cry out, 

" O my God, O my Love, I know the true love 
of Thee is incommunicable to any but Thee ; and 
therefore I renounce, and detefl, and bewail as odi- 
ous and ofFenfive to Thee, as diredlly oppofite to 
Thy Love, and to Thy Glory ; 

" All making of idols, or falfe gods, or of graven

Thou, O my God, O my Love, art a jealous 
God, jealous of Thy Own honour, and of the chafte- 
nefs of my love : O let me never run after other 
loves, or commit fpiritual adultery againft Thee to 
provoke Thee to anger." *

Seeing this perverfion of God's Word, which is 
in fadl another Gofpel, we may well figh with regret 
and tendernefs for thofe, whofe ftedfaftnefs is in 
peril. It were good for them to refleft, how heavy 
a burthen of refponfibility would reft upon them in 
a departure from fuch a Church as the Anglican — 
the Church of their Baptifm. To abide where God 
has appointed them, is a greater proof of childlike 
obedience, than to feek the hazard of fo fearful a 
change. What, — if in a felf-fought venture they 
Ihould be wrong ? what, — if forfaking their prefent 
fafety, and deciding for themfelves the limits of truth, 
they find at laft that they have fallen into grievous 
errors ? It is no generous feith, conftancy, or love to 
magnify the deficiencies of their own Church ; — to 
fay, " there is no hope : but we will walk after our 
own devices, and we will every one do the imagi- 
nation of his heart."*'

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They who incline to the ritual of Rome, as more 
imaginative and exciting, who crave after more 
thrilling emotions and fervices, — have they^ fo wea- 
ried their Heavenly Father feven times a day in 
private prayer ? fo exhaufted the fountains of grace 
in their clolet, that they muft needs " hew out for 
themfelves frefti cifterns?*' Alas! if they fhould 
find them to be ** broken citterns, that can hold no 
water !"• Have they become fo much too holy in 
their lives, that they may blufli to be called after 
their Mother's name ? Are they fo ** clothed with 
garments of falvation, and covered with robes of 
righteoufnefs," that her naked nefs is a Ihame to 
them ? If not, they will find that in changing their 
Church, they do not change the inner man.* And 
then, what anlwer in the day of account fhall they 
make to the awful queftion, " Who told thee " ftie 
was naked, " that thou haft reproached, and magni- 
fied thyfelf againft her ?" The plea of" Confcience" 
will then be of little avail. It is a dangerous miftake 
to dignify with this name the promptings of a man's 
own judgment or prejudice, or fympathies, — his 
wiihes, fears, hopes, or vifions of unreality, as if they 
were the fure dictates of the Holy Spirit. 

Papal writers deny that thefe addreffes to the 
Virgin derogate from the Glory, due only to God, 
becaufe they are not made to her as God. They 
fay, the worftiip of faints is only that of Du/ia, not 
Latna, which laft they referve for the Deity alone. 
Midway between thefe two they have a degree of

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adoration, called Hyperduliay^ *' to which the moll 
glorious Virgin is efpecially entitled, as the moft ex- 
cellent of creatures." 

It can be plainly Ihown that thefe diftinftions,when 
brought to the teft of Scripture, are unreal. They 
are merely dogmatic, and verbal differences, to lilence 
confcientious fcruples. And even if they were true 
in theory, they would be follacious in praftice. The 
learned might underftand them : but the great mafs 
of the people, the poor and unlearned, who fhould 
" have the Gofpel preached to them " in all its 
limplicity, cannot thus diftinguilh ; they cannot weigh 
their afpirations in the nicely adjufted fcales of a 
graduated worlhip. The millions of devotees, who 
make their pilgrimages to bow down before the 
miraculous images of the Virgin at Halle, Einfeidlin, 
Rimini, Loretto, &c. are taught to ajcrtbe to her the 
attributes of the Deity, to expeft miraculous cures 
at her ftirines, and divine influences of grace, im- 
parted by her in anfwer to their prayers. Call 
them, therefore, Latria, Hyper-dulia, or Dulia, as 
they may, it is worlhip ftill ; — it is that fervice of the 
heart and fpirit, of which God has declared His 
jealoufy, when paid to another, — againft which He 
denounces judgment. 

But there is no fuch diftindUon to be found in 
Scripture between Latria and Dulia. The literal 
meaning of both is religious fervice. Turn to the 
Septuagint Verlion of the Old Teftament, and you 
have nearly two hundred palTages in which Xar/jcuiu 
(to ferve) and oovAtuw (to ferve) are ufed indifcrimi- 
nately. They are convertible terms. When applied 
to God, or to idols, they mean religious fervice or 
worlhip : they are one and the fame with lipotrkv; tw.

or bowing down, or bending the knee, to God, or 
to idols. And whenever this laft word wpooKvpiw, 
and Xarpevtjf are ufed together, TrpoffKwiui exprefTes 
" to worfhip," and Xar^evw " to ferve : " from 
which, if any diftinftion could be inferred, it would 
be, that Latria means the lower fervice, and Prof- 
kunefis the higher.* 

Again, in the New Teftament, we find all thefe 
expreflions equally identified one with the other : 
they mean one and the fame thing, \aTpt[na to 
ferve, or worfhip, SovXcuw, to ferve or worfhip, and 
'jrpotTKvpeio, to bow down to, or worfhip. Of this 
lafl word, and its derivatives, there are not lefs than 
•one hundred and fifty paffages in the Bible, where it 
fignifies the worfhip of God, or of idols, &c. And 
yet Roman writers tell us, when they bow down to 
the Virgin and her images, — as in the High Feflivals 
of her alleged immaculate Conception, her Vifita- 
tion. Nativity, pretended AfTumption into Heaven, 
and their feveral oftaves, — they do not worfhip her 
in the forbidden fenfe. But common fenfe, the ancient 
Fathers, and above all the Holy Scriptures, cannot 
be fo fet at nought. They clearly point out what 
proflrations, and prayers, and folemn fervice, and 
worfhip, mean : when thefe are offered up by Ro- 
manifls in all countries, and at all times, to Mary, 
fhe is palpably glorified in her univerfal prefence, 
grace, power, and other attributes and perfedlions, 
which belong to God only. 

It is diflinftly idolatrous worfhip, — forbidden in 
His Holy Word, unknown to the Apoflles, unheard 
of, and un thought of in the earlieft ages after them, — 
but gradually introduced by the Roman Pontiffs. It 
has caufed violent heats and controverfies among 
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Romanifts themfelves, till at length it is enforced on 
the belief of the Chriftian world under anathema, — 
at the peril, that is to fay, of damnation before God, 
the whole fcheme being a violation of His Own holy 
Law. 

If it were to be fully charafterized, it could only 
be in terms that might be confidered oiFenlive : and 
truth, not reproach, is the one objedl in view. But, 
without reference to their other inconfiftencies, un- 
fcrupulous changes, and denials of their previous 
theology, this at leaft may be faid, — if there ever 
was among fallible men fuch an exiftence as an in- 
fallible Church, Romanifts by this one dodlrine of 
the worftiip of the BlefTed Virgin have difproved 
their claim to Infallibility. 

It would be a wonderful chain of events that 
ftiould ever again bind down the world in a mediaeval 
darknefs. Then, but not till then, the good fenfe, 
decilion, and refolved character of Engliftimen, may 
once more fubmit to the intolerable yoke of the 
Papal dominion. Some few among our learned 
men have indeed gone out from us, and bowed their 
necks to the thraldom. The fpeftacle was the more 
ftrange, as they had a ftiort time before laborioufly, 
and unanfwerably proved the do6lrines of the Ang- 
lican Church to be Catholic, and declared that if any 
of her members fhould depart from her pure and 
primitive faith, they would be guilty of Apoftacy ! 
Their fall bears humiliating teftimony to the weak- 
nefs of human intelleft, which would vainly endea- 
vour to found the unfathomable depths of Divine 
myfteries by its own ftiort reach, li they have been 
brought into error by the "fine and over-fubtle" 
diftindlions of Roman controverfialifts, no wonder 
that amiable women, and men of feeble rcfolution 
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fhould have followed after them. There was a 
power and a charm in their writings which we de- 
lighted to honour, fo long as they upheld the truth. 
But in weak minds admiration degenerated into a 
morbid fentimentality, — a kind of hero-worfhip. It 
was but the faihion of a day, which is pafling off. 
It was too un-£nglifh to lail. 

True — the Church of England labours under fe- 
vere trials. She may have yet more to fuftain. 
Many forrowfiil complaints (he utters againfl her 
own members. They who were entrufted with the 
power of the Crown, have exercifed it in the name 
of the Crown, for the avowed purpofe of ftrength- 
ening their own ihort- lived political influence, — not 
conlidering the Glory of God to be the paramount 
objeft. She has been compelled to receive the judg- 
ment of the civil Courts on a queftion of effential 
dodlrine, which might not be decided without the 
authority of the Church. But ftie has not forfeited 
her Divine gifts, becaufe for a while they are wrefted 
from her. She bears a facred life, againft which 
princes and rulers may ftrive, — but they llrive in 
vain : for fhe is founded on a Rock, and that Rock 
is Chrift. Moreover ftie lives in the hearts of the 
people, and they who would un-church England 
muft firft de-nationalize Englifhmen. She may fay 
with Micah, "Rejoice not againft me, O mine 
enemy ; when I fall I ftiall rife ; when I lit in dark- 
nefs, the Lord fhall be a light unto me. He will 
bring me forth to the light, and I fhall behold His 
Righteoufnefs."* 

In the Great Rebellion the ancient fabric of the 
Church was overthrown, the Primate was beheaded, 
the Bifliops were thruft out and im prifoned, and feveral 
thoufand clergy deprived. The Book of Common 
Prayer, the Ten Commandments, and the Creed 
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were declared to be annulled : fine and imprifonment 
were inflifted on all whoftiould ufe them. In the time 
of William III. Archbiftiop Sancroft, Ken, and other 
Biftiops, were deprived, and fchifmatical fuccefTors 
appointed by lay authority to fill their Sees. But 
did any of thofe holy men confider their perfecution 
a valid reafon for deferting their Baptifmal Faith ? far 
otherwife. Their generous truft, and refignation to 
the Divine will, bound them by a fonder attachment 
to the Church, becaufe fhe was wounded in their per- 
fons. They recognized her hallowed Apoftolic minif- 
try amidft all her divifions. They revered her all 
the more, as the wrongs with which fhe was afflidled 
brought her nearer to the fuiFerings, and to the love, 
of their Divine Matter. Never for a moment did 
they think that a refuge was to be found in any other 
communion, — and leaft of all in one which would 
thruft upon them a new worfhip, contrary to the 
revelation of God's will. 

** The apoftolical portion of the Church, whether 
patronized by the Court, or wandering in exile, or 
caft out of their native communion by political 
events, evinced one and the fame feeling of hoftility 
againft Rome. Its hiftory at the aera of the Revolu- 
tion is efpecially remarkable. Ken, Collier, and the 
reft, had every adventitious motive which refentment 
or intereft could fupply, for joining the Romanifts ; 
nor can any reafon be given why they did not move 
on the one fide, as Puritans and Latitudinarians had 
moved on the other, except that their Creed had in 
it an independence and diftindnefs, which was want- 
ing in the religious views of their opponents. If 
nothing more has accrued to us from the treatment 
which thefe excellent men endured, this at leaft has 
providentially refulted, that we are thereby furniftped 
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with irrefragable teftimony to the ejfential difference 
between the Roman and Anglican fyft ems, '^ * 

God be praifed ; — once more the Church of Eng- 
land begins to put forth the elements of her ftrength 
in the revival of Catholic principles, and of the real 
do6lrine of the Sacraments, — in a clofer adherence 
to the Ritual, a more regular obfervance of the ap- 
pointed Fettivals and Falls, the reftoration of daily 
fervice, the proper adorning of the churches, — now 
becoming worthy monuments of our love to God, 
who is the Giver of our wealth. 

Let us not fear that thefe tokens of a Divine Pre- 
fence have a tendency to Rome. They are the 
efficacious means of refiftance to her encroachments. 
They invigorate the inftinft of reverence for Reli- 
gion, implanted in the heart of man. They are its 
indifpenfable accompaniments. If the malTes of the 
people are to be knit together in a bond of Church 
fellowlhip, and made heavenly minded, fomething 
more real than the flack indifference of the paft age 
muft be offered to their affedlions. Already the in- 
creafed holinefs, and energetic zeal of the clergy, 
and a more fpiritual temper among the higher laity, 
exercife a powerful influence in all ranks. The 
fpread of religious education gives promife that the 
poorer claffes alfo will more and more realize in her 
bofom the fweet refrefliment of the Gofpel, and its 
power to eafe the hardnefs of their lot. We fliall 
at leaft all concur with Bifliop Ken in this : " I ear- 
neftly exhort you to a uniform zeal for the Refor- 
mation; that as, bleffed be God, you are happily 
reformed in your faith, and in your worfliip, you

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would become wholly reformed in your lives. From 
fuch a Reformation as this we may confidently hope 
for a bleffing:' 

I have detained the Reader too long from the fpiri- 
tual enjoyment of the work before him. But it feemed 
neceflary to point out the novelties, which Rome 
has prefumed to add to the Apoftles' Creed, contrary 
to the authority of Scripture, and of the primitive 
Church. This is not {q much a fubjedl for decla- 
mation, as for calm reafon. The more fearful the 
errors, the greater need there is of eameft prayer, 
that ourfelves, and thofe whom we love, may be 
kept in the right path. But fimple Truth muft be 
fpoken, when the Glory of God is compromifed. 

We are afked to accept another Mediator than 
Jefus our Lord, In His eternal counfels of Wifdom 
and Love He took on Himfelf this Office. In this 
charader He invites all who are weary, and heavy 
laden with their lins, to come to Him, and He will 
give them reft. If in this He were not Himfelf all- 
fufficient, and willing, without the intervention of 
any creature, — then would His promife fail, and our 
hope be vain. For all creatures partake of the nature 
of Adam, and ftand in need, themfelves, of Chrift's 
atonement. This gives to all their claim of falvation 
through the Divinity of His merits. In this He 
defires to be glorified ; — and He fays, " I will not 
give My glory to another."* St. Paul fays, "Other 
foundation can no man lay, than that is laid, which 
is Jefus Chrift." ^ If any men, or angels from heaven, 
preach any other Gofpel than this, and would have 
us bow down to, or worfhip any other than God, — 
there is one anfwer; — not our's, — but His own moft 
blefled word ; " In vain do ye worfhip, teaching 
for do6lrines the commandments of men."*^ — " Full 
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well ye rejeft the commandment of God, that ye 
may keep your own tradition."^ 

And now we may go to prayers with good Bilhop 
Ken. His " Practice of Divine Love," of which 
this book forms a part, is an " Exposition of the 
Church Catechism." It is a work of fuch inefti- 
mable value that it ought to be the companion of 
every Chriftian. Whilft it clearly explains the pri- 
mitive do^rines of the " Holy, and Catholic, and 
Apoftolic Church of England," * it breathes in every 
page the devotional fpirit, for which he was fo re- 
markable. The Love of God feems to have been the 
governing motive of all his adlions. It was, indeed, 
the eflential inftind of his mind, which prompted 
him, through all the changes of an eventful life, 
above every other objeft to feek the promotion of 
God's Glory. In the Preface he earneftly exhorts 
** All Fathers and Mothers, Matters and Dames, 
to caufe their Children and Servants, and Prentices, 
to come to the Church at the time appointed, and 
obediently to hear, and be ordered by the Curate, 
until fuch time as they have learned all that is here 
appointed to be learned. 

How feafonable and neceflary this Injundion 
is, in thefe days, our woful experience does fuffi- 
ciently convince us, when we refled on the grofs 
Ignorance and Irreligion of perfons in thofe places, 
where Catechizing is negleded 5 which all fober 
Chriflians do fadly deplore. 

" Since then the Providence of God, who is wont 
to glorify His ftrength in the weaknefs of the Inftru- 
ments He ufes, has caught me up from among the 
meaneft Herdmen,* into the Paftoral Throne, and , e Amos i. i. 
has been pleafed to commit you to my care ; The

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Love I ought to pay to the chief Shepherd, obliges 
me to feed all His Lambs and His Sheep ^ that be- 
long to my flock, and according to my poor abilities, 
to teach them the Knowledge, and the Love of God, 
and how they may make them both their daily ftudy 
and practice. 

•* One thing only I moft eameftly beg of you all, 
whether old or young, that ye would help me to 
fave your own Souls ; that ye would learn, and fe- 
rioufly conlider, again and again, the terms on which 
your Salvation is to be had. 

** As for you who have Families, I befeech you 
to inftil into your Children and Servants their Duty, 
both by your Teaching, and your Example. In 
good earneft, it is lefs cruel and unnatural to deny 
them bread for their mortal Bodies, than faving 
Knowledge for their immortal Souls. 

** I paffionately exhort and befeech you all, of 
either Sex, never to ceafe your confcientious zeal, 
for their inftrudion, till you bring them to Confir- 
mation ; To renew their Baptifmal vow ; to make 
open profeflion of their Chriftianity ; To difcharge 
their Godfathers and Godmothers ; to receive the 
folemn Benedi6Uon of the Bifliop ; to fliare in the 
public Interceffions of the Church, and partake of 
all the Graces of God's Holy Spirit, implored on 
their behalf; that God who has begun a good work 
in them may perfeSi it till the day of Chrift^^ and 
that I myfelf at that dreadful day, may render an 
account of you with Joy,^ 

** How much the Catechifm of our Church may 
conduce to fo defirable an end, you will in fome 
meafure judge by the following Explication, as im- 
perfedl as it is, and which, by God's gracious affifl- 
ance, I have fo contrived, that at one and the fame 
time, it may both inform your underflanding, and 
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raiie your affe^ons ; 2nd that it might the better 
fuit with every one's leifurc and infirmities, it is 
penned in (hort Forms of Devotions, to be ufcd in 
whole, or in part ; in feparate CoUefts or Ejacula- 
tions, or occafionally, as your Spiritual neceffities 
fhall require. 

** God of His infinite mercy blefs the tvbole, to 
His own Glory, and to your Edification, through 
Jefus the Beloved, Amen. Amen."
